“Hongkong will be in a 
very scrious position Indeed 
' if, due to Britain entering the

we new have,” Sir Robert 
told me. 


“We could face very serlous 
competition and find ourselves 
priced ulmost off the markets If 
we lose our tariff! ‘umbrellay.’”

In all the history of sport there has never’ been a month quite 


like June, 1930. 


At Lord’s, a fellow called Don Bradman was making his first 
Test appearance there with 254 runs out of Australia’s first 


innings Test total of 729 for six declared. 


In New York, 


the German Max Schmeling was winning the world heavy- 
weight title on a sensational disqualification. 5 


At Wimbledon, 38-year-old 
Bly BH Tilden was making 
fantustle come-back, whilw 
Helen Wills Moody was moving 
majestieully towards her fourth 
successive singles crown.

Yet in that glorious month 
of June, one man commanded

cheeked young: man with smooth 
Hight halr and inevitable — plus- 
fours, was already a legendary 
figure, At 28, he had won the 
US.

After leading his country to 
10-2 victory in the Walker Cup, 
Jones returned jin May to the 
home of golf at St Andrews 
avhere, In 1923, as an impetuous 
W-yeur-old, he had torn up his 
curd in the ‘third round of the 
Open and declared — that he 
never wanted to ste the course 
ogaln, 

Here Jones faced the first 
aide of the Impregnable 
Quadrilateral — the  Britlsh 
Amateur, which he had yet 
to win for the first time,’ It 
was to prove the most im- 
portant and  drama-packed 
tournament of his life.
